purchase of the 
Danish "\Vest Indies. 


Walter 
Christmas, their 
author, has 


been repudiated by both the Danish 
and 
United 
States 
Governments. 


Christmas made his report to substan- 
tiate a claim he made to ten per cent 
of the purchase money of the islands. 
It was intended 
to be "a secret docu- 


ment, which accounts for the free use 
of names, some of them ot" persons 
Christmas never even saw. 
It appears 


to have been an Impudent imposture to 
obtain money. 
Christmas claimed thai 


he was employed as an agent by a pre- 
vious ministry, hut the records show 
that the treaty of purchase was nego- 
tiated through tlie regular diplomatic 
channels by regularly accredited diplo- 
matic agents. This disposes at once of 
the cUrms and charges of the adven- 
turer Christmas. 


How the Christmas report reached 


Washington is an interesting chapter 
in what appears to be a clever scheme 
of blackmail. 
One Xels 
Gron, a nat- 


uralized Dune, brought a copy of the 
report 
from Copenhagen 
and kindly 


gave it to Mr. Richardson, the Demo- 
cratic 
leader 
in Congress, who with 


equal kindness agreed to make it the 
basis of 
an inquiry under 
circum- 


stances that would give the 
scandal 


dignity and publicity. 
Gron had also 


put in a claim to the Danish govern- 
ment for services rendered during the 
negotiations, which claim was repudi- 
ated. 
Appearances

Christinas end Gron were and are now 
working together. In all likelihood, the 
copy of the report given 
by Gron to 


Richardson was furnished 
by Christ- 


mas. 
This document was published i n , 


Copenhagen 
evidently 
to force 
the 


Ministry to settle with Christmas and 
Gron, but failed 
of its object, being- 


received with incredulity. 


Then the conspirators changed 
the 


theater of their a c t i v i l y 
to Washing- 


ton, in the hope of scaring the Danish 
Ministry into compliance with their de- 
mands by threatening to defeat the ap- 
propriation of the $5.000,000 to complete 
the- purchase of the islands. ' Hut 
the 


letuit promises to be exactly contrary 
tu the calriilaiions of the conspirators. 
Publicity, however unpleasant to some, 
will disclose the f.ilse pretenses under 
which Christinas acted, and the gauzy 
character of his claims tu considera- 
tion, 
in Copenhagen 
he represented 


himself as an agent of the 
American 


Stall- Department, and at Washington 
he protended to be an emissary of the 
Danish Ministry. He was neither, and 
the object of his scheme is now made 
Plain. 
He 
was playing 
a 
gigantic 


bunco game, which having failed, he 
has turned into a scheme of blackmail. 


SOME ASININE POLITICS.

This 
policy of

intervention in foreign affairs has been 
modified so far as this hemisphere is 
concerned, by 
Monroe 
Doctrine. 


We have given notice to :>11 the rest of 
the world that hands must be kept off 
the 
continent of Xorth and 
South 


America, hut we do not assume to in- 
terfere between different States on this 
continent. Chili and Peru light, but we 
remain neutral. 
Brav.il and Argentina 


crush little Paraguay, 
but 
we keep 


hands 
off. 
The 
Central American 


States have their little wars occasion- 
ally without interference on our part. 


The Monroe Doctrine and 
blowing 


up of the Maine were our warrant for 
kicking- 
Spain 
out of 
the Western 


Hemisphere. 
We only sent troops to 


China, to protect the lives and property 
of American citizens. 
So far as 
the 


Boers and British are concerned, we 
have followed the established rule that 
has governed the foreign policy of the 
United States since the inauguration of 
Washington. 
We did. not 
Interfere 


when "freedom shrieked and Kosciusko 
fell," nor did we take France's part 
when all Europe assailed her, republic 
though she was, although we were un- 
der an obligation to the French nation. 
We sympathized with Kossuth but did 
not right his battles. 


Congressman Btirleson, who 
s-eems 


to be a political filibuster of a wild and 
woolly sort, wants our Government to 
poke its nose into the South 
African 


business. 
"We have 
all the 
African 


business at home that we can 
attend 


to, 'and Congressman 
Burieson 
had 


better mind his oivn affairs and not be 
a fool. In his effort to make politics he 
is trying to force this country into a 
perilous path. 
He cannot make cap- 


i t a l nor can he change our national 
policy, but his bloviating is irritating 
because he abuses such patriotic and 
useful men as Secretary Hay for doing 
their duty. Kast, the cartoonist, was 
wont to picture the Democratic party 
as an ass, bttt if he had seen the party 
represented in Congress by men of the 
Burieson and Wheeler type he would 
have been justified in picturing the 
party us a drove of asses.

TUNNELING THE ALPS. 


The driving- of the great 
Simplon 
tunnel through the Alps, says the Sci- 
entific American, is affording some In- 
teresting' data on the subject of sub- 
terranean temperature. The work has 
progressed in the north heading over 
2.1,000 feet, and in the south heading 
over 17,000 feet. 
Temperature obser- 
vations have been taken both of the 
rock and the atmosphere. 
The temper- 
atures of the rock show a steady in- 
crease with the depth of penetration 
in both headings. Thus at 
1,640 feet 


from the portal of the north heading 
the rock showed a1 temperature of 54.3 
degrees Fahrenheit, while in the south 
heading at the same distance from the 
portal the temperature was 56.2 de- 
grees. 
At 6,560 feet the 
temperature 
in the north heading -was 63.6 degrees, 
and In the south heading, 69.7 degrees. 
At 12,000 fee from the north heading 
the temperature -was 76.3 degrees; at 
15,090 feet it had risen to S6.3 degrees, 
and at 16,400 feet penetration the tem- 
perature of the rock was 89.1 degrees 
The highest temperature recorded pre- 
vious to September last was 92.2 de- 
grees Fahrenheit.

While the wild turkey, no-blest of Amer- 
ca's feathered game animals -is extinct 
n many parts of the country in which 
t was once numerous, it is still plemitu] 
n regions which are thinly settled and 
are climatically suited to it. 


It Is to be had in every State of the 


Soulh below the Virginia line; it is in 
he Ozark region 'of 'Missouri; it is .in 
Oklahoma; 
it

especially 
numerous 


along' the streams of the Indian Terri- 
tory. Jn general, the further South on. 
oes the more plentiful the turkey be 
comes until the southern limit o£ the 
L'nited States is reached. 


There are several varieties of it, but 
.he differences are very slight. A wild 
turkey is a wild turkey everywhere. 


It seems tf> do better in a prairie coun- 
ry than in one that is wooded,, though 
trees are a necessity to it. "When In- 
habiting- prairie lands it roosts 
along 
streams .that are fringed with cotton- 
woods or willows. 
There is always more or less tinder- 
mish in these narrow lines of forest, 
which atTords cover.

There are more of them now in the In-

in part as follows: 


"Nothing can he done to settle this 


trouble which is' al'.vays arising be- 
tween these tv. o arein forces without 
justice. I haye done a great deal of 
vliinkinff 
on this subject 
and 
haye 


made an investigation on its different 
phases in other industries than the one 
in which I am now encased. In all es- j 
'.imatcs of an industrial nature labur 
is classed .as an .independent 
factor. 


This is probably one of the most im- 
portant and difficult things which the 
employer must figure out. It is compa- 
ratively . easy to decide on what 
it 


should 'be, but what H is, under various 
conditions is another thing. I 
have 


made a curious discovery during my 
investigation. The average intelligent 
laborer or foreman always figures on 
what men can do if they try. I figure 
on what he does. There is a great dif- 
ference 
betwce'n the 
two conditions 


which is not so noticeable to tho.-e who 
have not hnd to do with the working- 
man. When he is willing-, the work ac- 
complished is extraordinary compared 
to what he will do when he is not wil- 
ling or has no interest in his work. 
This fact must be dealt wit'h, and I 
have considered a system which would 
work toward its settlement. 


"I propose to engage all the men as 


we do at present. 
Allow the foreman 


to direct his men and govern a man s 
pay by the amount of work which lie 
ccn accomplish. As is usual we would 
set aside a certain estimate as to what 
the labor will cost. Then each man 
will work according to his ability and 
those who do less wiU receive less. At 
the end of each year a dividend of tho 
money not used in the estimate previ- 
ously made will be placed ir. the labor 
surplus fund and will in time b? divid- 


d 
according to each 
man's 
work 


:iniong those who have labored. In this 
way a man will do his work willingly 
for he knows all that is made at thu 
end of the year, and he will receive ac- 
cording as he has labored.

Patent soliciting is an uneven busi-

Honorable Little People. 


The honorable little people include 


only :he Emperor and Empress and 
their court, maids of honor, guards, 
courtiers, soldiers, musicians, servants, 


makers, for, though there are varying 
grades of Hina, the best of them are 
exquisitely made. 
They are not sold 


at al'l during tihe year save in the two 
weeks preceding the festival, but the 
enormous sale then makes up for the 
lack of a market at other times. 


The Lucky Girl. 


Each gay little figure or group of 


figures is in a white wooden box with- 
out a front,' and these boxes are piled 
upon one another, tier upon tier, from 
floor to ceiling, around the walls of the 
shops. 


The lucky girl is she who has tho 


most complete outfit of Hlna, and oh, 
the longings and Hie heartburnings to 
"which the miniature courts give rise! 
In the noble families there are Hina 
heirlooms of priceless value, for the O 
Hina Sama is a very ancient festival,

In the Poor Families. 


In poorer families t-.e doll show cor- 


responds to the family 
income and 


many little girls cannot afford a gor- 
geous Emperor and Empress 
at all, 


but have pictures to represent the Im- 
perial couple, and dolls for only the 
lesser court figures. That family is 
poor, indeed, that will not, on the fes- 
tival day, buy for the little daughter 
at least one toy to add to her Hina 
show. 


Before the day oC the O Hina Sama 


there Is a stir in all households blest 
with daughters. 
Boxes of dolls 
and 


doll furniture are taken from the ware- 
houses where valuables are stored, or 
are pulled down from hifrh shelves or 
dug out from great chests. In each 


house a room Is set aside for the Hina 


The little girls themselves must cook 


the food for the doll feasts, though this 
rule is often broken and mothers or 
servants prepare the special cakes, and 
rice cooked with sugar, and sweet wine, 
drunk by children''Only at this time. 
The food and drink are set out before 
the dolls, and the little girls arrayed in 
their best ceremonial dress sit down to 
receive their friends and relatives who 
come to pay their respects to the Hina 
and share the feast. 


Guests are Welcomed. 


The guests are welcomed formally 


and told, vilh all humility, that they 
must not expect mucih, that the Hina 
of the family are not worthy of admir- 
ation. Then after all the. Japanese play 
of mock depreciation is finished the 
guest is led into the Hina room, where 
he is expected to go into ecstasies of 
admiration. 


It isn't hard for a Western traveler 


unfamiliar with the festival to pump 
up the requisite enthusiasm; for, par- 
ticularly if he is lucky, enough to ob- 
tain entrance to a noble household, the 
dolls will be well worth seeing and 
will throw many interesting side lights 
on the court of old Japan and its obso- 
lete customs. 


Ordinarily the Hina are 
arranged 


upon a platform running across one 
tnd of th'e room and having at one 


side tiers of steps. 
On She platform is 


a miniature palace, more or less ornate 
and elaborate, set round with artificial 
cherry and plum trees 
in 
blossom, 


and on the tiers of steps are arranged 
the dolls. 


A recent traveler told of a Hina dis- 


play to which she was invited, which 
was only moderately elaborate. 
On the 


top step sat in state the Emperor and 
Empress, under a purple canopy. 'Both 
were gorgeous in rich brocades 
and 


jewels, and the faces of the dolls were 
beautifully moulded and painted, that 
of the Empress showing plainly that 
the eyebrows had been 
shaved 
and 


brows painted high on the forehead, 
after the old fashion of the Imperial 
Court. 


On the shelf below royalty were the 


three maids of honor dressed in kim- 
onas of white and silver brocade over 
under-garments of scarlet crepe. 
The 


third shelf held the guard of honor, the 
Minister of, the Left 
represented 
an 


old, white-haired man, because it was 
supposed to require more 'Wisdom to 
defend the Emperor's left than to de- 
fend his right.

the 


knowledge of it reached our ancestors 
through Italy and 
France. 
It 
-was 


used in the seventh century, chief'y for 
ecclesiastical purposes; 
the 
relics of 


saints were wrapped in It, and the 
tombs of kings covered 
with silken 


palls. 
Later on 
it was 
occasionally 


worn-by Kings, but only on state oc- 
eaai Jis, 
and 
the 
English monarchs 


ivori/robes of silk at their coronations. 
Both Henry III and Edward II Ijougrht 
extensively from the foretgn weavers. 
The actual manufacture of silk in Eng- 
land -began .about the reign of Edwaru 
III. It was a woman't? industry, and 
only included small articles, 
suc-h ' as 


ribbons, laces, tassels, 
girdles and 


fringes- 
Piece silk was not made till 


much later. 


Coronation of Queen, 


The golden ampulla and the spoon, 


undisturbed since 'the 
coronation of 


Queen Victoria, will be seen in full 
glory at 
King If.dward's 
coronation, 


when, fresh tilled with sweet oil, ths 
ampulla will be placed with the orb ana. 
the golden bracelets and Bpurs on the 
altar at the abbey. This beautiful ves- 
sel,, the exact age of which 
is .not 


known, but which is supposed to have 
belonged to Thomas a'Becket, Is in the 
shape of an eagle. The head unscrews 
so that the body may be filled with the 
oil 
v> hich is poured out of the beak. 


This is, of course, done by the Arch- 
bishop of Conterl-ury. who -pours the 
oil into the bowl of the great spoon 
and distributes it in the form of a 
cross on the royal head. In olden times 
great store was set -by this ceremony, 
the sacred oil being supposed to con- 
vey a special sanctity, and the monarch 
wore for days' after a sort ot white 
coif on his head in order that t'he "set- 
tling" of the oil might be undisturbed. 


The orb consists ot" a ball of gold, 


circled by a band and surmounted 'by 
a cross, 'both of which 
glitter 
with 


diamonds, pearls, .sapphires and tm- 
eraids. 
It is supposed to typify the 


king's temporal power modified by tihe 
influence of the Cross, and at the coro- 
nation ceremony it will be taken from 
the altar and placed in his left hand. 
His sceptre he hclds in his right. 
It 


is of gold, ornamented at the end with 
a cross. This is tihe sceptre of sover- 
eignty and, later in the cermony, the 
monarch is handed another of ivory 
surmounted with a dove—the scepter 
of equity, symbol of a beneficent rule 
The golden bracelets are placed on the 
king's arms as he sits in the corona- 
tion chair, and when he kneels to h 
anointed, his heels are touched with 
the spurs, which typify knighthood, .- 


He also receives on his finger the his- 


toric coronation,'ring -by which he is 
"wedded to his- people." The ring is 
of gold, set ivfth a great ruby.
